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Martin mayor alleges fraud at polls

MARTIN — The longtime mayor of a Floyd 
County town who apparently lost her re-election 
bid has filed a lawsuit alleging voter fraud at the 
polls and seeking a recount of the votes. 

Thomasine Robinson filed the suit Friday, a 
day after a recanvass of the Martin mayor’s race 
showed that she apparently lost by three votes to 



challenger Sam Howell, who is named as one of 
the defendants. 

The suit claims there were “substantial irregu- 
larities in the administration of the Nov. 6 may- 
oral election in Martin. 

“Based on (1) the allowance of nonresidents 
to vote in the Election, (2) the failure of election 
officials to take the oath of challenged voters, (3) 
the improper assistance of voters, (4) the pres- 
ence of unauthorized persons and general confu- 



sion in the voting rooms, and (5) voter intimida- 
tion and other corrupt practices prohibited by 
KRS 120.015, it is clear that invalidity, corrupt 
practices and fraud permeated the election, result- 
ing in the tainting of a substantial portion of the 
votes cast,” the suit, filed on Robinson’s behalf 
by Lexington attorney Douglas McSwain, says. 
“Robinson respectfully requests that this Court 
review the votes cast and ascertain which votes 
should be disregarded. Based on Howell’s small 



margin of victory and the fact that at least twenty- 
six votes have been challenged by Robinson, it 
seems likely that the contest could significantly 
affect the outcome of the mayoral election.” 
Unofficial Nov. 6 election results gave How- 
ell 161 votes to Robinson’s 156 votes. Two previ- 
ously uncounted absentee ballots in Robinson’s 
favor were found during Thursday’s recanvass,

Three 
killed in 
vehicle 
crashes

A Greenup County woman was 
killed in a car crash Thursday in Floyd 
County, while two men from the Big 
Sandy region died of injuries received 
in a head-on collision Friday in West 
Virginia. 

On Thursday, Linda Stambaugh, 
64, of Russell, was killed in a two- 
vehicle crash on Rt. 3 in Prestonsburg. 

According to a press release issued 
by the Kentucky State Police, Stam- 
baugh was traveling west on Rt. 3 
when she exited the roadway in an 
attempt to make a U-turn. When enter- 
ing back into the westbound lane, her 
vehicle was struck by a 1993 Jeep 
Cherokee, the release said. 

Stambaugh was pronounced dead 
at the scene by Floyd County Deputy 
Coroner Chuck Hall. 

The accident remains under inves- 
tigation by KSP Trooper Timothy 
Hurt. 

The male driving the 1993 Jeep 
Cherokee was transported to High- 
lands Regional Medical Center in 
Floyd County, where he was treated 
and released for minor injuries. His 
name was not released by the KSP. 

Funeral services for Stambaugh, 
who was retired from Mayo State 
Vocational-Technical School, were 
Monday at Paintsville Funeral Home, 
with burial in McCarty Cemetery at 
Oil Springs. 

On Friday, at approximately 7 
a.m., two men were killed in a head- 
on collision in Kermit, W.Va.

Middle Creek Battlefield wants to be added to parks system

PRESTONSBURG — A meeting 
was held at the Big Sandy Area Devel- 
opment Office in Prestonsburg Friday 
to discuss the possibility of getting 
Middle Creek Battlefield placed in the 
national parks system. 

Grayson Smith, a field representa- 
tive for U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers along 
with approximately 35 others attended 



the meeting to discuss the process. 

Middle Creek Battlefield spokes- 
man Frank Fitzpatrick said Monday 
that Smith told the group that it is a 
long process to get the historic site 
placed in the parks system. 

“It is a long process, but it has to 
start sometime,” Fitzpatrick said. “It 
was a very informative meeting and 
the process must start with public sup- 
port.” 

Fitzpatrick explained that the fed- 
eral government wants to gauge sup- 



port for it to become a unit of the 
national parks system and that he is 
currently seeking letters of support 
from the governmental agencies, 
school systems, business leaders and 
members of the public. 

“It was certified as a national his- 
torical landmark in October of 1992,” 
Fitzpatrick said. “Now we have to 
show Hal Rogers that everyone is 
behind this. It will raise the bar on the 
national significance of the battlefield 
and it would be managed and main- 



tained by the National Park Service. It 
is currently being maintained by vol- 
unteers and right now it’s a battle 
monthly and yearly to get the grass cut 
and have it weed eated. This is some- 
thing we can all be proud of and it will 
ensure the preservation into the future 
and would become part of the National 
Park Service budget. This is a part of 
our history and it’s great for tourism as 
well as the education of our youth and 
could potentially create jobs. We can’t 
depend on coal and jobs are very 



important. Coal has taken a big turn in 
the last year and we are hoping to 
secure more letters of support.” 

Fitzpatrick said he plans to contin- 
ue holding meetings so the public can 
have the opportunity to talk about what 
they would like to see happen at the 
Middle Creek Battlefield and that he 
hopes more people will get involved 
and support the effort.

giving Howell 161 votes and 
Robinson 158 votes. 

“According to the final elec- 
tion results, Plaintiff received 
approximately 49.5 percent of 
all votes cast in the mayoral 
election, and a number equal to 
approximately 98 percent of the 
votes cast for Howell,” the suit 
says. 

The lawsuit notes that there 
are two precincts eligible to 
vote in Martin city races — 
Martin and John Possum, which 
are both “split” precincts in 
which “some voters voting in 
such precincts are eligible to 
vote in the Martin city election 
while other voters are not.” 

“Of the 1,277 voters regis- 
tered in the Martin and John 
Possum precincts, a substan- 
tially smaller number are resi- 
dents of the city of Martin and 
thus eligible to vote in the elec- 
tion of Martin city officials, 
including the position of may- 
or,” the suit says. 

A total of 319 votes were 
cast in the mayor’s race, the suit 
says, adding that significant 
“administrative and clerical 



irregularities and violations of 
state law at the Martin and/or 
John Possum precincts 
occurred.” 

The suit alleges that: 

• Floyd County election offi- 
cials failed to consult the two 
precincts’ signature rosters pri- 
or to keying the voting 
machines, which would have 
prevented ineligible voters from 
casting ballots in city elections. 
The officials “instead simply” 
asked each voter if they vote in 
city races or if they get their 
mail in Martin, the suit alleges. 
At least 19 people “and proba- 
bly more” who did not reside in 
the Martin city limits were 
allowed to vote in the city elec- 
tion, the suit claims, adding that 
at least one voter who lives in 
Martin was not allowed to vote 
in the city election. In addition, 
the suit claims that at least six 
voters who cast absentee ballots 
voted in the city election but do 
not live in the city. 

• Precinct challengers for 
Robinson challenged 11 or 
more votes to precinct officials 
as not being eligible to cast bal- 
lots, but none of the challenged 
voters was presented with a

• Several voters in the may- 
oral election were given 
improper assistance in casting 
their ballots, and there were 
numerous unauthorized 
“onlookers” in the voting room, 
“resulting in confusion in the 
polling area and distraction of 
the voters and election offi- 
cials.” 

• Candidate Howell went to 
the home of a Martin police 
officer and spoke to members 
of his family, saying “that he 
was going to win the upcoming 
election and that the officer 
and/or his family member 
should vote for Howell,” who 
stated that “if the officer voted 
for Howell, the officer would 
not lose his job.” Howell also 
told “several federal public 
housing tenants that after he 
was elected as mayor, he would 
be in charge of the housing per- 
sonnel and promised to ‘get rid 
of’ certain individuals who 
were federal housing authority 
employees.” 

• Several concerned voters 
reported voting irregularities to 
County Clerk Chris Waugh, 
precinct election officials and / 
or the state elections board, law 
enforcement, the state attorney 
general and secretary of state, 
but no action has been taken to 
“investigate the claimed irregu- 
larities.” 

The lawsuit says the Martin 
mayoral election results are 
“disputed and warrant judicial 
review.” It seeks a court order 
calling for Waugh to “timely 
request” a recount a recount of 
the votes. 

The suit also asks the court 
to disqualify the votes of 25 
people. 

“If the Court cannot, through 
examination of vote records, 
ascertain which votes were 



improperly cast, it is clear that, 
based on the irregularities out- 
lined above, the Election results 
do not reflect the true will of the 
Martin electorate,” the suit 
says. “Accordingly, in the event 
that the Court cannot ascertain 
which votes should be disre- 
garded, Robinson requests that 
this Court adjudge that there 
has been no mayoral election in 
Martin, Kentucky, and that such 
office be deemed vacant at the 
expiration of Robinson’s cur- 
rent term as Mayor of the City 
of Martin.”

FRANKFORT — Johnson is 
one of six counties chosen in a 
random drawing Monday to 
undergo independent inquiries 
for any potential irregularities 
that may have occurred during 
the general election on Tuesday, 
Nov. 6. 

Other counties to be audited 
are Grayson, Bracken, Lewis, 
Bath and Bourbon. 

Johnson County was selected 
for an election audit in 2010, 
and no irregularities were found. 

“These audits supplement 
the work our investigators and 
prosecutors did on the ground 
leading up to the general elec- 
tion, and the process, as defined 
by Kentucky law, will ensure 
that voters in every corner of our 
Commonwealth encounter pro- 
cedures at polling places that are 
fair and equitable,” Conway 
said. 

The post-election audits, 
which are required by law (KRS 
15.243), will be conducted by 
the attorney generaFs office. 
Pursuant to KRS 15.243 (3), (a), 
the attorney general is required 
to conduct a post-election audit 
investigation in no fewer than 
five percent of Kentucky’s coun- 
ties following each primary and 
general election. The counties 
are selected in a public drawing 
that must be done within 20 days 
of the election. In each county,

Donald Hill, 44, of Staf- 
fordsville in Johnson County, 
and Randy Goble, 48, of Debord 
in Martin County, were pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Hill, driving a Chevrolet 
Colorado pickup truck, was 
traveling north on Rt. 52 in Ker- 
mit, W.Va., near Middle Burn- 
ing Creek, when his vehicle 
collided head-on with a south- 
bound Chevrolet service truck 
driven by Goble and owned by 
Lee Sartin Trucking of Kermit, 
according to authorities. 

Officials at the scene specu- 
lated that Hill may have fallen 
asleep at the wheel on his way 
home from work, crossing the 
center line and striking the truck 



driven by Goble head-on. 

Both men had to reportedly 
be extricated from the vehicles 
and the road was closed for a 
while as crews worked to clear 
the scene. 

The incident is under inves- 
tigation by the Mingo County 
Sheriff’s Office.

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State auditor releases 
report on special districts 



FRANKFORT — State 
Auditor Adam Edelen last 
Wednesday, Nov. 14, unveiled a 
public database and accompa- 
nying report that shine new 
light on special districts, a $2.7 
billion layer of government in 
the commonwealth that has 
operated in the shadows for 
decades, according to a press 
release. 

The auditor’s office has 
identified more than 1,200 spe- 
cial districts - unelected entities 
such as libraries, sanitation dis- 
tricts and public health depart- 
ments that have the ability to 
fee and tax but operate with lit- 
tle oversight and accountability. 

“It is a scandal that for gen- 
erations no Kentuckian has 
been able to determine how 
many special districts exist, 
how much money flows through 
them, where they are located 
and whether they are compliant 
with state law,” Edelen said. 

The Citizen Auditor Initia- 
tive database and “Ghost Gov- 
ernment: A Report on Special 
Districts in 

Kentucky” are the end 
results of a six-month long 
effort to survey known special 
districts and local elected offi- 
cials and examine more than 
1,000 statutes that govern the 
most prevalent form of govern- 
ment in the commonwealth. 

The effort found that special 
districts collect $1.5 billion in 
taxes and fees and another $1 
billion in grants, corporate 
sponsorships and fundraising. 



In all but three counties, tax- 
payers pay more to special dis- 
tricts in property taxes than to 
their county governments. 

Special districts spend $2.7 
billion a year, which is about $5 
less per capita than the state 
spends on primary and second- 
ary education. And, they are 
holding another $1.3 billion in 
reserves - twice the contingen- 
cy funds of all 174 school dis- 
tricts. 

Of the 55 special districts 
identified in Lawrence, John- 
son, Floyd and Martin counties, 
only 24 participated in a survey 
that supplies financial informa- 
tion such as the amount of mon- 
ey they receive and spend. 

While he applauded the 
state auditor’s initiative, John- 
son County Judge-Executive 
Tucker Daniel said the report 
contains some inaccurate infor- 
mation. He noted, for example, 
that some, but not all fire 
departments in Johnson County 
are listed, and that those that are 
listed are inaccurately identi- 
fied as taxing districts. 

Daniel said the Johnson 
County Fiscal Court, not the 
fire departments, set the tax rate 
for such entities. Taxing dis- 
tricts are defined by statutes as 
special districts that set their 
own tax rates. 

The auditor’s effort found 
that the current system treats 
special districts that comply 
with state laws the same way as 
those operating outside of it. 
The status quo is a “muddled 



morass of statutes, bizarre clas- 
sifications, uncertain responsi- 
bilities, confusing mandates 
and the absence of meaningful 
tools to compel compliance,” 
the press release from the agen- 
cy said. 

Forty percent of the state- 
wide special districts that 
should’ve submitted budgets to 
their fiscal courts did not; 15 
percent that should’ve submit- 
ted Uniform Financial Informa- 
tion Reports (UFIRs) did not. 

In addition, half the special 
districts with revenues greater 
than $750,000 a year failed to 
have required audits conducted 
on their financial statements. 
That represents $461 million in 
revenue that had no oversight. 

“In short, the system is bro- 
ken and in need of big change,” 
Edelen said. “A reformed and 
modernized system will make 
this ghost government more 
accountable to the public it 
serves.” 

Policy makers can use this 
report and online database at 
www.citizenauditor.ky.gov to 
inform their decision-making 
about reforming the system, 
Edelen said. Watchdogs in the 
public now have “a powerful 
new tool for sharpening their 
surveillance,” he said. 

“This is the first time that 
information on the state’s tax- 
ing districts has been made 
available in an online, sortable 
format,” said Logan Morford, 
vice president of transparency 
of the Bluegrass Institute. “As a 



result, citizens will be able to 
easily find critical information 
about how their hard-earned tax 
dollars are spent.” 

The report includes legisla- 
tive recommendations aimed at 
cleaning up the statutes that 
govern special districts, adding 
teeth to compel compliance 
with reporting requirements, 
creating an online centralized 
registry for special districts to 
report their financials and 
establishing education and eth- 
ics for special district board 
members and staff. 

“This is really a significant 
service to the public interest,” 
said Richard Beliles, executive 
director of Common Cause of 
Kentucky.

“Setting big audacious 
goals, attacking old problems 
with energy and technology and 
setting aside petty differences 
for the sake of collective prog- 
ress are the hallmarks of trans- 
formative reform,” Edelen said. 
“We can set a new standard 
here, today.”

While I still prefer my 
iPhone and iPad, Android 
gadgets are now a good 
option for any tech buyer. Of 
course, not all Android gad- 
gets are created equal. 

Older and budget Android 
gadgets are best to be avoid- 
ed. And when I say budget, 
I’m not talking about low- 
cost, 7-inch tablets like the 
Nexus 7 or Kindle Fire. I 
mean $100, off-brand tablets 
and low-powered, free 
smartphones. 

For both phones and tab- 
lets, make sure they’re run- 
ning Android 4.0 (Ice Cream 
Sandwich) or higher. A bud- 
get phone that runs Android 
2.3 (Gingerbread), or a bud- 
get tablet that runs Android 
3.2 (Honeycomb), will stag- 
ger when running the latest 
games and productivity 
apps. 

A $0 to $50 Android 
phone that was a $200 to 
$300 dazzler on contract a 
year ago can be a good val- 
ue. But a $0 to $50 Android 
with an outdated processor 
and last-generation Android 
version is no bargain. 

Plus, manufacturers tend 
to abandon support for 
Android duds. Less expen- 
sive or older smartphones 
often don’t get an operating 
system upgrade more than 
once, or even at all.

17-inch laptops 

Apple laid its 17 -inch 
MacBook Pro to rest this 
year. Users just don’t want to 
lug those behemoths around 
airports and corporate cam- 
puses anymore. For that mat- 
ter, a 15 -inch laptop makes 
sense only for gamers or a 
graphics and video pro. 

Most road warriors can 
work or kill time splendidly 
on a 10- to 13-inch Ultrabook 
or MacBook Air. Their solid- 
state drives and Intel Ivy 
Bridge chips make them 
lightning-fast tools, and their 
thin, lightweight form makes 
them a joy to use - and carry 
around.

Then get step- 
by-step directions to set up 
your new PC or Mac in a 
flash. 

Bridge cameras 

Designed to fill a niche 
between high-end DSLRs 
and budget point-and-shoots, 
bridge cameras don’t make 
as much sense as they used 
to. 

Compared to point-and- 
shoots, bridge cameras give 
photographers more control 
over shutter speed and aper- 
ture. But they don’t offer 
much of an improvement in 
sensor size or quality.

Sure, you can buy an off- 
brand 50-inch LCD TV for less 
than $500. But you’ll be getting 
outdated technology and a poor 
viewing experience. 

Budget LCDs have a refresh 
rate of 60 hertz, which can blur 
motion when you’re watching 
the big football game. Refresh 
rates of 120Hz and 240Hz are 
standard now. Many bargain- 
basement TVs also have a reso- 
lution of 720p, compared to the 
1080p you want. 

Bargain LCD TVs are still 
backlit by fluorescent lights. 
That looked great four years 
ago, but it pales in comparison 
to LCD TVs with an LED back- 
light. 

LED TVs have gotten so 
good that they’re catching up to 
plasma screens for blackness 
level, color and contrast. That 
could also be a reason why sales 
of plasma TVs have dwindled to 
about 13 percent of the market. 

For larger TVs, however, 
plasmas have the edge over 
LEDs on price. You’ll pay about 
$1,000 for Samsung’s 60-inch 
plasma; about $1,500 for its 
60-inch LED TV.
